Flame* Spread Rapidly 


There were 64 patient* asleep in 
the three-story St Elizabeth’s ward 
building of 
Mercy hospital when 
flame., broke out at 3 a rn. (E S T ', 
All but three were women. 
The flames spread rapidly through 
the 60-year-old brick structure, one 
of four buildings comprising this 
eastern Iowa city's largest hospital. 
Screams of the trapped women 
spread the alarm 
Aid was sent at once from the 
nearby Ave-story main Mercy hos­ 
pital building and 14 fire companies 
responded immediately, 
As the flames swept upward the 
scene became one of horror. 
The women 
patient*, many of 
them infirm of both body and mind, 
beat against the barred windows and 
screamed in terror 
Some fainted 
In the smoke and fume.

Ballads Reffed Life 


’ Many of the ballads were so ob­ 
scure that possibly only a single 
family might know a song that once 
was part of the life of thousands of 
people," he noted "The Paul Bu n ­ 
yan stories. Tarbaby stories. Uncle 
Remus stories, the legend of B a r­ 
bara Fritchie, all tell us much about 
ourselves and our ancestors. Through 
the ballads and legends which were 
so popular with our forefathers, we 
can gam a picture of what they 
believed and how they lived, 
for 
what they believed and did and 
dreamed is contained in the songs 
they sang and the stories they told.

Daugherty took for hi* text 
the 13th verse of the sixth chapter 
of Judges: "And Gideon said unto 
H:m oh my Lord 
if the Lord be 
with as. why then is all this be­ 
fallen us? And where be all His 
miracles which our fathers told us 
of, '.lying, did not the Lord bring 
u* out of Egypt? But now the Lord 
hath 
foresaken us and delivered 
us into the hand* of the Miriianites ’’ 
Dr 
Daugherty said that that ta 
the word that over the world rises 
to the lips as people challenge the 
changing scene* of life. 
"That is what we asked when the 
clouds of war gathered year* ago, 
and that is what we asked again 
not so long ago and did not expect 
so *oon again,” Dr. Daugherty said. 
" W h y ? " That is the svord spoken 
by Gideon, and it is the word that 
goes up from thousands of hearts 
in trouble, toil and grief. W hy has 
this happened?
